Invaders 


Thrown Back 
KINSHASA. Zaire (AP) — President 
Mobutu Sese Seko’s troops have driven 
the invaders in southern Zaire back 15 
miles and checked their advance on 
Kolwezi, the copper-mining center, the 
government news agency AZAP says. 
The government report said Zairean 
troops launched a counter-offensive 
Saturday night and captured arms, 
medical supplies and one wounded 
prisoner. 
There was no confirmation of the 
government's claim. 
It was not known whether any of the 
1,500 Moroccan troops supporting the 
government were involved in the 
fighting, but reporters returning from 
the area said 400 of the North African 
Arabs had been sent to the village of 
Kanzenze, 25 miles northwest of 
Kolwezi, where Zairean troops were 
confrontuig the rebels. 
AZAP said the government forces 
recovered some of the weapons they 
lost when an estimated 2,000 Katangan 
exiles from neighboring Angola 
crossed the border on March 8 and 
overran a third of Shaba province. 
Shaba was Katanga province when 
Zaire was the Congo, and the invaders 
are led by veterans of the late Moise 
Tshombe’s unsuccessful attempt to 
separate the province and its mineral 
wealth from the rest of the country in 
the early 1960s. 
Girl Wins 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Carter is preparing to warn the 
American people that “the sky is 
falling" as far as energy is concerned 
and that there must be sacrifices now 
to hold off abrupt and painful short­ 
ages in the future. 
Carter is beginning an intensive 
campaign to win public acceptance of 
his national energy plan, which he will 
outline tonight in his second “fireside 
chat.” 
The energy policy will be revealed in 
depth on Wednesday when Carter 
addresses a joint session of Congress. 
The Oval Office address has been 
dubbed by some White House officials 
as Carter’s “the sky is falling speech.” 
It will begin a week largely devoted to 
persuading the public and Congress 
that stringent mandatory measures 
are needed to meet the nation’s energy 
needs. 
One White House official familiar 
with the prepared address said Carter 
“will tell them we must conserve now 
to avoid real hardships later on.” 
Carter’s address will be broadcast 
by all three commercial television 
networks at 8 p.m. EST. 
The official said Carter will describe 
in straightforward terms the history of 
the energy crisis worldwide back to the 
1930s, then will ask in advance for 
support of the tough energy package to 
be unveiled before Congress on 
Wednesday night. 
Tonight. C arter is expected to 
compare the gravity of the energy 
problem to America’s part in World 
War II, with a personal appeal to 
national unity and sacrifice designed 
“to avoid another Pearl Harbor,” the 
White House official said. 
The 
President 
remained 
in 
Washington over the weekend to put 
final touches on the energy package. 
Aides to White House energy adviser 
James Schlesinger said final decisions 
on parts of the program were still 
being made Sunday afternoon. 
The proposal has not yet been made 
public officially, but its m ajor 


elements were one of Washington's 
worst kept secrets and were widely 
reported last week. 
One source said over the weekend 
that an additional federal gasoline tax, 
which could rise to 50 cents a gallon by 
the mid 1980s, will be included in the 
plan. The federal gasoline tax now is 


four cents per gallon. 
The source said there are other 
potentially controversial items, which 
remain unknown outside a small circle 
of presidential energy advisers. He 
declined to reveal them. 
Carter will make three separate 
television appearances during the 


week to talk about energy problems 
and his proposals, which he has 
acknowledged will cost him 15 to 20 
points in public opinion approval polls. 
Besides tonight’s speech and the 
address to Congress, the President 
also has scheduled a news conference 
Friday morning to discuss energy. 


In addition to the gasoline tax, 
Carter’s program also is expected to 
offer tax incentives for homeowners to 
insulate their houses, require utility 
companies to convert to coal; allow 
domestic oil prices to rise to the world 
price level set by the 13 Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 


Packed National Parks Seen This Summer

The National Park System expects 
crowds this year to top the record 
bicentennial turnout. Ifs time to plan 
if you expect to be among the millions 
visiting federal sites this summer. 
Ninety-nine areas in the national 
park system, including 37 national 
parks, have campgrounds. In all, there 
are 293 sites in the system, such as 
m onum ents, m em orials, historic 
houses and battlegrounds, according 
to spokesman Duncan Morrow. 


Morrow said there were 238.8 million 
visits to the national park system in 
1975 and 267.8 million in 1976. The 
service expects about 280 million visits 
this year. 
The most popular period at national 
parks is from mid-June to Labor Day, 
Morrow said. He said the Park Service 
more than doubles its staff during the 
busy months, adding 10,000 employes 
to the permanent staff of 8,000. 
The < fam iliar 
parks 
such 
as 
Yosemite, Yellowstone and Grand 
Canyon will be crowded as usual, 
Morrow said, but many lesser-known 
facilities offer equal attractions with 
more elbow room. 
Great Smoky Mountains National 
Park in North Carolina and Tennessee, 
for example, gets more than IO million 
visits a year. Eighty miles away, the 
Cumberland Gap National Historic 
Park, which includes a section of 
wilderness trail cut by Daniel Boone, 
draws only half a million visits.

Russians May Face 
Future Oil Crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Russia now 
is self-sufficient in oil, but in a few 
years it will face an energy crisis that 
is likely to sharpen U.S.-Soviet 
rivalries in the Middle East. GA 
analysts predict. 


This is one of the most startling and, 
in the view of analysts, significant 
conclusions in a still-secret report to 
President Carter. That report, men­ 
tioned briefly by Carter last Friday, 
warns of a potential global oil shortage 
in less than IO years. 


Until the new CIA analysis was 
made, most experts had regarded 
Russia as the only major power 
without any serious worries about 
future energy supplies. 
Russia now ranks as the biggest oil- 
refining nation in the world and has 
been lavish in exports, especially to its 
East European allies who receive an 
estimated 75 per cent of their oil 
supplies from the Soviet Union. 
Russia also sells oil to West Ger­ 
many, Denmark, Iceland and other 
NATO countries. On occasion, par­ 
ticularly during the Arab oil embargo 
after the 1973 Mideast war, oil exports 


gave Moscow a tool for applying 
political pressure. 
U.S. intelligence analysts believe a 
sharp decline in Soviet oil supplies will 
force Russia to compete with the 
United States and Western Europe for 
Persian Gulf oil. 
That, in turn, likely will sharpen 
U.S.-Soviet political rivalry in the 
already volatile Mideast, the analysts 
say. 
On the other hand, a cutback in 
Soviet exports to East Europe would 
make communist countries there less 
dependent on Moscow. 
Apart from political considerations, 
a reduction in Soviet oil exports to 
Western Europe could have economic 
consequences for Moscow because, 
analysts say, these sales account for 
much of Russia’s hard currency 
acquisitions. 
According to the CIA study, Russian 
oil production may peak as early as 
next year and certainly by the early 
1980s. The study says significant 
declines will follow. 
New discoveries have failed to keep 
pace with a growth in Soviet oil 
production, the study says. 
President Seeking 
Dam Fight Loophole 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter is working to extricate himself 
from a political tangle of his own 
making, while keeping his promise to 
curb the government’s beaver-like 
ambitions to dam the nation’s rivers 
and flood its flatlands. 
Carter is recommending a halt in 
1978 funding for 15 water projects, cuts 
in funding for five more, continued 
review for two projects and full fund­ 
ing for eight. His recommendations 
have been disclosed by sources in 
Congress, state governments and 
environmental groups. 


The President is announcing the 
recommendations today. 
Before the announcem ent, in­ 
formation about his decisions showed 
they 
could 
save 
taxpayers 
an 
estimated $120 million in fiscal 1978, 
which begins Oct. I. About $109 million 
would come from halts in funding. The 
remainder would be from the partial 
cuts. 
Congress has final say over how 
much money each project gets. 
Carter promised during his cam­ 
paign to halt unnecessary dam 
building 
by the 
Army Corps of 
Engineers and to support cutbacks in 
water projects under such agencies as 
the Bureau of Reclamation. 
His first move to redeem that 
promise was to order a review of 340 
water projects for economic feasibility 


fees — one for entrance, another for 
camping. 
Entrance fees per carload of visitors 
range from nothing at some spots to $3 
at Yosemite and Carlsbad Caverns. If 
you arrive by other means, such as by 
bicycle or bus, the charge is 50 cents 
per person.

Persons 62 and older can get free 
Golden Age Passports entitling them 
to free admission to park system areas 


and 50 per cent discounts on camping 
fees. You must apply in person at a 
national park, supplying only proof of 
age. 
Advance planning can help you 
avoid crowded areas, but there is not 
much you can do in the way of 
reserving a campsite. Only four 
national parks — Acadia in Maine, 
Grand Canyon in Arizona, 
Mt. 
McKinley in Alaska and Chickasaw 
(formerly Platt) in Oklahoma — ac­ 
cept reservations. 
Several 
low-cost

publications offer help to would-be 
park visitors. All are available from 
the Consumer Information Center, 
Pueblo, Colo., 81009.

At Dayton 


Finally Ends 


DAYTON. Ohio (AP) - A strike at 
the General Motors Delco-Moraine 
plant here that had threatened to shut 
down GM operations nationwide was 
formally settled Sunday as United 
Auto Workers local 696 approved a new 
contract. 
A small turnout produced a 75 per 
cent margin in favor of the new con­ 
tract, which was thought to give 
considerable concessions on the issue 
of worker production output stan­ 
dards. 


Following a tentative agreement 
Friday night betweeen the UAW 
leadership and GM. workers had 
returned to the job for the third shift 
after walking out Monday. Acceptance 
of the callback was termed unusual 
before a contract vote but was said to 
signal that the automaker had given in 
to union demands. 
Company representatives said the 
strike was threatening GM operations 
nationwide. The Dayton complex 
m anufactures brakes and tran s­ 
mission parts as well as other com­ 
ponents vital to GM production. 
GM and the UAW signed a new 
three-year contract nationally last fall, 
but the two sides also had to negotiate 
143 separate local agreements on 
noneconomic issues like the one at 
Dayton. The Delco-Moraine settlement 
leaves about 12 local contracts un­ 
signed around the country. 


expected to include a tax of up to $2,500 
on new gas-guzzling cars, along with 
incentives to both individuals and 
businesses to conserve fuel.

Cincinnati public school teachers 
faced the threat of having medical 
insurance cancelled today if they 
failed to return to classrooms, ending 
their four-day walkout. 
The city-wide strike affects some 
65,000 students, with more than half of 
the 3,100 teachers honoring the picket 
lmes. The first full-scale negotiating 
since the walkout started last Wed­ 
nesday was scheduled for today, aided 
by a federal mediator. 
The war of words continued over the 
weekend, with the president of the 
AFL-CIO-aligned teachers 
union 
accusing the school board Sunday of 
scare tactics designed to “ bust the 
union." 
Roger Stephens, president of the 
1,300-member Cincinnati Federation of 
Teachers (CFT), was cheered Sunday 
by more than 1,000 strike supporters 
during a rally on Fountain Square.

Mourning Dove Hassle Continues 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
mourning dove is off Ohio’s list of 
gam e birds for 1977 although the 
Departm ent of Natural Resources Is 
going ahead with an appeal of a court 
ruling blocking dove hunting. 
The 6th District Court of Appeals in 
Toledo ruled Feb. 4 that the head of the 
wildlife division did not have the 
authority to set a hunting season on the 
dove. 
A spokesman for the division said a 
successful challenge of the ruling 
would still perm it a change in the 
season schedule to allow for dove 
hunting. But he pointed out that the 
state would have to work within the 
limits of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service 
because 
the 
dove 
is 
a 
m igratory bird, the sam e as ducks, 
geese and woodcock. 
Only about IO per cent of the land in 
Ohio is available for hunting the dove, 
a challenging gam ebird. Division 
spokesman Jim Schoby explained that 
dove hunting has only been allowed on 
so-called agreement lands, generally 
private property which the owner has 


made available or hunting by the 
public with permission. 
The mourning dove is hunted in 
more than 30 states. And even if there 
is no season allowed in Ohio, Schoby 
said, “they’re going to get shot at all 
the way from Kentucky to the Gulf (of 
Mexico).” 


The dove furor began in 1975 after 
the wildlife 
council 
announced 
a 
season on what most people considered 
to be a songbird. Preservationists 
were outraged and they were joined in 
their battle against dove hunting by 
such groups as Friends of Animals, 
headed by author Cleveland Amory 
and the Ohio-based International Fund 
for Animals. 
. 


The first season was held up for a 
couple of days on a court order that 
later was dissolved. State officials 
term ed that season and the one that 
followed very successful. 
The latest court ruling came on a 
suit brought by law rence Hyter of 
Toledo. It was filed originally before 


the start of the 1975 season. 
Biologists estim ated that 
Ohio’s 
mourning dove population was 7.5 
million in 1975 and again in 1976. There 
was no change reported in population 
expectations for this year. 
Wildlife officials point out that doves 
live just one year, so this year’s doves 
aren ’t survivors of previous hunting 
seasons. 
M eantim e the S tate C ontrolling 
Board has become involved in the 
situation. E arlier this month the board 
refused to allow the wildlife division to 
spend $20,000 on a study of the dove. 
M ajority 
D em ocrats 
in 
the 
legislature protested when the division 
set the dove season back in 1975. They 
argued the division had exceeded its 
authority. 
Rep. G eorge D. T ablack, D-52 
Youngstown, a m em ber of the con­ 
trolling board, suggested the division 
anticipated a court setback and was 
trying to use the study to build a case 
for legislative action to legalize dove 
hunting.

Man's Menagerie 
More Like Zoo 


CHARLESTOWN, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Everyone at the Jam es E. Witchey 
household knows when it’s morning 
feeding tune. The hubbub from their 
farm is loud enough for a zoo. 
And th at’s just about what they 
have: lions, tigers, cougars, jaguar, 
wolves, 
coyotes, bears, skunks, 
coatimundis, monkeys and a wild 
boar, to name a few. 
The m enagerie on Witchey’s 76-acre 
Rolling Valley Animal Farm in Por­ 
tage County started innocently enough 
two y e a rs ago when 
W itchey’s 
d aughter B arb a ra brought hom e 
Newman, a 600-pound lion. 
Newman’s previous owner used to 
walk the cat on a leash in Kent and 
take it into bars sometimes. The 
patrons at the bar resented this in­ 
trusion into their domain. 
The entire Witchey family fell in love 
with Newman and decided he should 
have some female company. ‘‘All you 
have to do is get one lion and the word 
gets out,” said Witchey, who owns the 
Witchey Rubber Products. ‘‘People 
are always contacting you with deals, 
both to buy and sell.” 
So the anim al farm grew and to meet 
expenses Witchey rents and sells the 
anim als for films and leases them to 
other 
farm s 
for 
breeding. 
F or 
example, Newman now is in Wisconsin 
making babies. 
Witchey said he recently sold a 
cougar cub to Marlin Perkins of the 
television show Wild Kingdom. He said 
the cub was needed for a film showing 
how cougars grow up. 
“ You’d be surprised at the number 
of people who come around here and 
want to shoot one of our lions so that 
they can tell everybody they shot it on 
safari in Africa,” Witchey said. 
The W itchey fam ily feeds the 
anim als about 150 pounds of horse 
m eat a day which Witchey buys for 
three or four cents a pound at auctions. 
On his daily rounds, Witchey carries a 
pocketful! of cough drops. He said the 
anim als love them, especially the 
bears and monkey who beg for them. 
He now is moving the animals about 


2,000 yards back from the road where 
he hopes to put them on public display 
by the end of May. 
He is awaiting a shipment of eight 
tons of fencing. 


Blast Rips 
Chattanooga 


CHATTANOOGA, Term. (AP) — An 
explosion ripped through a downtown 
building early today, touching off a 
three-alarm fire and knocking out 
windows in a two-block area, police 
said.

CES Funding 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation is lobbying 
among Ohio’s congressmen, seeking 
increased funding for the Cooperative 
Extension Service 
in the 
federal 
budget for the next two years. 
F ed eratio n 
E xecutive 
Vice 
President C. William Swank told the 
congressmen in a letter that because of 
factors including less than adequate 
funding, the extension service may be 
forced to curtail many of its services. 
“The Cooperative Extension Service 
has made an outstanding contribution 
to the American public and must be 
continued and strengthened to meet 
the future needs of agriculture,” 
Swank wrote, “But, to reach these 
goals, it needs adequate funding.” 
Swank wrote the congressmen that 
the consuming public is the real 
recipient of the efforts of the extension 
program. The service is financed 
jointly by county, state and federal 
funds. 
“County and state legislators have 
met their obligations for adequate 
funding very well in the past years, but 
the federal budget simply failed to 
catch up,” Swank said.

from 
assessed valuations for property tax 
purposes. Riffe estim ated the cost of 
installing the systems

“The initial 
cost eventually would be recouped 
over the years as a result of the 
operational savings in comparison to 
conventional energy sources." 
Most solar systems, however, must 
be supplemented in homes by other 
power sources, usually electric, to 
operate appliances.

For Alaskan 
O il Renewed 


LOS AN GELES (A P) - A plan by 
Standard Oil of Ohio to construct a 
terminal for Alaskan oil at Long 
Beach, Calif, has received a new lease 
on life. 
Tom Quinn, chairman of the 
California Air Resources Board, said 
Thursday he has decided against 
shelving the controversial proposal. 
Quinn last month threatened to place 
the company’s proposal in the 
“ inactive file” if the application for the 
oil terminal was not completed by 
Monday. 
But Quinn said top company officials 
came to see him last week and said 
they would do everything possible to 
complete the application, providing 
data required under the federal Clean 
Air Act. 
“ Monday they hand-delivered to me 
a document with substantial additional 
information on the project,” he said 
from his home here. “ They clearly in­ 
dicated they were trying to complete 
the application. 
“ It certainly is a very positive step 
forward,” he said. “ They seem to be 
acting in good faith now.” 
Quinn said he plans to meet with the 
officials again next Wednesday to 
discuss the proposal. 
Sohio wants to build the $500 million 
oil terminal at Long Beach to transport 
Alaskan oil through a pipeline to Texas 
for distribution to the Midwest.

But Ulm, 21, will never view any of 
his successes. He is blind. 
“I don’t think my sights, so to speak, 
are limited in any respect,” said Ulm, 
who runs the one-man news depart­ 
ment at WDOH-FM in Delphos. 
‘‘In some other people’s eyes they 
might be. But then those people are the 
ones who can’t see and it’s not me.” 
Ulm spends his days and nights on

Ulm will receive in June one of the 
four national awards presented an­ 
nually by Associated Press Broad­ 
casters. A p^nel of broadcast jour­ 
nalists selected him from scores of 
nominees in the 
‘‘best 
overall 
cooperation” category. 
The APB citation notes that he was 
the third largest contributor to the 
Ohio AP broadcast report in 1976, 
covering not only his west central Ohio 
community of 7,600, but much of 
western Ohio as well. 


The Ohio Bureau of Services for the 
Blind bought Ulm a $6,200 machine 
that prints AP radio news copy in 
Braille. He can type about IOO words a 
minute on his manual Braille writer. 
Ulm’s five daily newscasts contain 
85-90 per cent local news, most of it 
gathered by telephone. His monthly 
phone bills average $700 for calls to the 
six counties in his coverage area. 
“Some individuals feel that because 
I’m blind, I should be some kind of 


shining light or something,” Ulm said. 
‘‘But I would much prefer to be con­ 
sidered the best damn newsman 
around rather than the best blind 
newsman around.” 
Ulm lost his sight at the age of one 
when a form of cancer destroyed his 
optic nerves. 
He started at WDOH as a high school 
junior. 
One 
year later, 
he 
was 
president of his senior class and 
signing the station on the air every 
morning before school. 
In addition to his news respon­ 
sibilities, Ulm sells advertisements for 
the station, plays organ and piano in a 
five-piece band and writes his own 
music. 
‘i ’m very open to just about 
anything,” Ulm said. ‘‘I have an in­ 
terest in politics, which I may develop 
more fully in the near future.” 
Ulm plans to marry his high school 
sweetheart in June, and he’s busy 
remodeling the house in Delphos 
where they will live. 
He says there are lots of things he 
would like to do, but can’t because he’s 
blind -like driving a sports car. 
“But the time I spend bitching and 
crying about how bad things are is 
time I’ve wasted,” he said. ‘‘And as 
little time as we have, we have no time 
to waste.”

That’s when a three-judge 
federal panel found Stebbins had been 
accorded due process during Ohio 
Senate hearings in which his dismissal 
was approved.

Tile reproduction matches the actual 
construction of Soleri’s dream city 
being built on a desert mesa 70 miles 
north of here. The model, like the 
actual city, was put together on a 
shoestring budget by dedicated, 
hardworking students who believe in 
the man and his work and are willing 
to pay for the privilege of laboring with 
him. 
“We could have the city built in five 
years with some capital,” said Soleri. 
‘‘But we are given time, not cash, so 
that will mean IO to 15 years. But that’s 
no matter. At least we have no mort­ 
gage.” 
He seems in no hurry to bring his 
dream to reality, but to enjoy it as it 
evolves and changes. 
“The concept continues as de­ 
signed,” he said, ‘‘but we learn as we 
do and we adapt, improve.” 
The prototype city Soleri has been 
building on an 860-acre track since 1970 
is named Arcosanti. 
‘‘The name has to do with ecology 
and a lot of other things,” he said, 
declining to explain in detail, implying 
the word, like the concept, is too in­ 
tricate for the public to comprehend. 
Soleri came here from Italy in 1932 to 
study with Frank Lloyd Wright. He 
later returned to 
Italy to study 
ceramic molding, an art practiced now 
at Arcosanti. 
When he returned to Arizona, Soleri 
established the Cosanti Foundation in 
Scottsdale in 
1956, a nonprofit 
educational umbrella through which 
his philosophical and construction 
work is done. Cosanti means “before 
things” in Italian, aides said. 
The often criticized, always con­ 
troversial architect began building his 
city with a few shovels, a cement 
mixer and a group of idealistic 
students. About a dozen who started 
with him are still a part of the project, 
he said. 
Soleri 
said he 
chose 
the 
site 
"because I was here” — in Arizona. 
The design of Arcosanti is "ar­ 
eology,” Soleri’s term for a com­ 
bination of architecture and ecology. 
Instead of sprawling, Soleri’s city 
will rise 25 stories above the desert. It 
will coyer only IO acres, with more 
than 98 per cent of the 860-acre tract 
preserved in its natural state. 
It will face south for the sun — "I felt 
this need for solar energy 20 years 
ago” — and slightly more than four 
acres sloping down the mesa below the 
building will be a greenhouse, used to 
grow food for the community, provide 
its heat, light and cooling. 
Today, there is no Arcosanti. Con­ 
struction of the main building has yet 
to begin, but geometrical support 
structures are up. 
“We have the minor structures, a 
winbell factory, a ceramics workshop, 
a bronze foundry, a coffee shop and 
visitors center,” he said. 
Construction plans this year include 
a 25-meter swimming pool, a lab 
building, an apartment and seminar 
complex and interior work on existing 
structures. 
But the finished product will place 
automated industries, power plants 
and warehouses on the lower levels 
where natural light is not essential. 
Living space will be on the exterior 
shell of the apse, with areas all linked 
by automated transport systems. 
The city of the future is smaller, said 
Soleri, but connects the life of man 
with nature. The sun’s heat and air 
currents are utilized. Pollution is 
reduced, open space preserved, men 
brought closer together spiritually. 
Privacy problems would not occur 
with proper architectural design, he 
added. 
About 30 persons live at Arcosanti, 
half of them instructors and con­ 
struction supervisors. But 1,700 
students and professionals have at­ 
tended six-week workshops there, with 
a new group of 300 arriving this month. 
Workshop participants pay $500 for 
the session, and come from throughout 
the world to live in a plywood camp de­ 
scribed in an Arcosanti newsletter as 
‘“adequate but frugal.” 
The newsletter warns applicants 
they need no previous construction 
experience, but must have humility, 
tolerance, self-restraint, civility, self­ 
responsibility, open-mindedness and 
be willing to work hard and accept the 
authority of the foundation. 
It’s not all drudgery at Arcosanti 
though. They celebrate the spring and 
fall equinoxes, the summer and winter 
solstices. 
And there’s the annual 
Arcosanti Arts Festival, featuring the 
New Games Tournament, with par­ 
ticipants whomping each ether with 
gusto with styrofoam sticks and 
painting faces on other people and 
themselves. 
That’s all part of Soleri’s plan. 
“The urbanization process is ac­ 
tually a process of reaching grace and 
actualizing love,” he said. 
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EDITOR’S NOTE-Sixteen students 
from Colorado Academy near Denver, 
spent 18 days in China last month. 
Ranging in age from ll to 15, they were 
the youngest group of Americans to 
visit the People’s Republic of China. 
The following story, about the 
students’ view of China, is excerpted 
from diaries kept by them and three 
teachers accompanying them.

Written for The Associated Press 
Life in China was not exactly what 
we might have expected in a Com­ 
munist country. Wages were not all 
equal, and medical care was not all 
free. But the people we met seemed 
satisfied. 
An 18-day tour of six Chinese cities 
brought us into contact with farmers, 
workers, teachers, doctors, students 
and people we simply met in the 
streets and stores. They were curious 
about American life, as we were 
curious about theirs. But they did not 
envy us. 
Our group of three teachers and 16 
students, aged ll to 15, from Colorado 
Academy, a private school near 
Denver, came home with a broad 
picture of daily Chinese life. Our 
impressions were recorded in diaries 
which we kept during the trip. 
“We found much to admire in China, 
and much room for improvement,” 
John Mulvihill, 15, wrote in his journal. 
However, as the youngest group of 
Americans to visit the People’s 
Republic of China, we did not go there 
to see whether our country or theirs 
was better. We went to see how the 
Chinese lived. 
We saw their homes, on farm 
communes and in cities. Two rooms 
for a family of four or five seemed 
normal. On a commune outside Peking 
we visited a home that was neat but — 
Andy Hornbrook, 13, noted — ‘didn’t 
have a carpet on its concrete floor.” In 
a worker’s flat in a Shanghai housing 
development Paul Gutjahr, 15, spotted 
a radio and record player. 
The home that impressed many of us 
belonged to the head of a fruit 
production brigade on a commune 
near Suchou. He said he spent 2,000 
yuan — about $1,000 — to build and 
furnish his two-room stone house 
where he and his wife live with their 4- 
year-old child. The cost of the home 
equalled their combined wages for two 
years. Their furniture consisted of a 
table, a dresser and their proudest 
possession — a beautifully hand- 
carved wooden bed. 
On the whole we thought the homes 
simple and primitive by American 
standards. However, the Chinese had 
other standards. The commune house 
owner told Diana Nice, 14, that he grew 
up in “a low-ceilinged one-room hut.” 
In the Shanghai housing development, 
the government had preserved a few 5- 
by 4-foot scrap metal and wood shacks 
as a “museum” to show how workers 
lived before communism. Now they 
had two rooms for a family of four or 
five, three rooms for a family of six, 
plus shared kitchens and bathrooms. 
at monthly rentals ranging between $3 
and $8. 
The difference in rentals and 
housing reflected something else we 
detected — wage differences. Our 
hosts played these down and said 
China no longer had rich or poor. A 
guide told Roger Kirkpatrick, one of 
our teachers, that wages were based 
on this formula: “From each ac­ 
cording to his ability. To each ac­ 
cording to his work and need.” 
This meant some earned more than 
others. We visited a jade carving 
factory where the average monthly 
wage was the equivalent of about $20. 
Our guides earned about $25 We were 
told steel workers received up to 
$45.00. In most families both husband 
and wife worked. 
At a hospital we were told doctors 
earned “essentially’’ what a worker 
was paid. We guessed it was more, and 
we asked the Chinese what incentive 
there would be for a person to become 
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a doctor. 
“In our country, one does not 
become a doctor for fame and wealth,” 
was the reply. "The incentive is the 
opportunity to serve the people." 
Charles Niimi, 14, noted that ‘‘some 
Chinese earn enough to have savings 
and bank accounts.” The Suchou 
commune home owner did. The car­ 
petless commune workers outside Pe­ 
king didn’t. 
Tight government price controls 
have kept prices down so that the 
workers could buy things with their 
low wages. We were told it cost the 
average Chinese family the equivalent 
of 20 U.S. cents to feed one person one 
meal. Adrienne Pixley. 12, bought her 
mother a heavy, warm Mao-type 
quilted jacket in a department store 
for about $7. Mao hats cost 50 cents. It 
seemed the streets were filled with 
bikes and that almost every Chinese 
owned one. A bike cost about $75. We 
saw very few cars, and our guides said 
they were all government owned. 
Medical care was free in the neigh­ 
borhood and factory clinics. But if 
someone had to go to a hospital for an 
operation, there was a fee. This sur­ 
prised us although the fees were so 
small. We saw an operation for the 
removal of an ovarian tumor, per­ 
formed with acupuncture anesthesia, 
and we were told the hospital charge 
was $7.50. A doctor said no surgery fee 
was over $15."We saw how the Chinese 
spent their spare time. They did not 
have much of it since they must work 
six days a week and students go to 
school six days a week. But they did 
take time out for sports, movies, plays 
and opera, and they enjoyed their 
parks and tourist attractions like the 
Great Wall. 
The best entertainment we saw was 
a troupe of acrobats in Canton. They 
performed some hair-raising stunts, 
magic acts and comedy. I^aura Plaut, 
ll, described the show as "really truly 
funny.” Some movies, plays and opera 
we saw were interesting. They were all 
about Communist heroes. 
All the theaters were crowded, and 
the audiences seemed to love the 
shows. ‘ The thing that amazed us was 
the ticket price,” Tom Evans, 13, 
wrote in his diary. "A family of five 
could see a very good theater per­ 
formance for 50 cents.” 
We also saw one of Shanghai’s ll 
‘•children’s 
palaces’’ 
— 
huge 
recreation centers where youngsters 7 
to 15 years old could go after school 
and learn arts and crafts, or play 
games like Chinese chess, or engage in 
sports, or study acting, singing or 
(lancing. 
In several places we met people who 
had retired and had lots of spare time. 
Many lived with sons and daughters 
and helped with housework and child 
care. Others lived in ‘‘Homes of 
Respect for the Aged.” There, they 
could play chess or cards, watch 
television or visit with friends.

‘‘I’d like to have one, it would be fun 
to have,” said the 32-year-old right­ 
hander, who came dose again Sunday
